G. Higgins, declared Bastress ac- 
cepted the bribe from Walter G. 
Jones, president of Walter G. Jones, 
Inc., building contractors, to speed 
up the passing of plans for a pent- 
house on a Madison avenue build- 
ing. 

The transaction, according to 
Hastings, took place about July 27, 
1927, at the Municipal Building, in 
the presence of witnesses. 

Says Bastress Confessed. 

Hastings, who said that Bastress 
had admitted receiving the bribe, 
declared that he would present the 
case to the grand jury Monday. 
During the day, he asserted, he 
would question Jones, an architect, 
whose first name he said he did 
not remember, and John I. Caha- 
jan,

Was expensive and no one knew 
where he got the money. 

“Well, Hunsaker and I talked it 
over and sent word to the Depart- 
ment of Justice in Washington. 
They told us to talk to the St. Jo- 
seph or Chicago police, and we 
called Chief Mathews of St. Joseph. 
Then we saw Burke’s picture in 
another detective magazine and 
more details of his description, and 
more pictures of him came from 
St. Joseph. 

“By that time the thing was get- 
ting big and we had to begin send- 
ing telegrams. We told the station 
agent here, J. W. Fergusan, so he 
could handle our telegrams. I'll 
say for him that he was close 
mouthed. 
“So we wired the St. Joseph chief 
to send two men to meet us in 
Chillicothe. E. R. Kelly and Melvin 
Swepston, detectives, came. Burke 
was in Kansas City. Or that’s where 
we thought he was. So we made 
plans with the detectives that when 
he returned we would call them. 
How Sheriff Was Informed. 
“It was agreed that the detec- 
tives would leave St. Joseph im- 
mediately when we called, and that 
we would allow them four hours 
to get to Milan. We planned to 
meet. them on the north side of 
the square there. Then we went 
back home to wait. 

“Things dragged along. Burke 
still was out of town. Then about 
a week ago J got impatient and 
wrote to the detective department 
in Chillicothe. Instead of writing 
me they sent my Ietter to Sheriff 
L. C. Hoover in Milan and told me 
to get in touch with him. There 
wasn't anything to do then but tell 
Hoover about it, so Hunsaker and 
I went to Milan and laid it all be- 
fore him.

“Thedinga took up a _ station 
back of the house, his revolver in 
his hand. The Constable covered 
the other side, while the Sheriff, 
his deputy, Swepston, and Kelly 
went to the front door. The Sher- 
iff rapped on the door, 

Gangster Trapped in Bed. 

“It was opened by Porter. Kelly 
and Swepston rushed past him and 
into the bedroom. There was Burke 
still in bed and not quite awake. 
They got between him and his au- 
tomatic, on a chair next the bed, 
and before he realized what it was 
all about he was a prisoner. 

“There wasn’t much said there. 
They told Burke to get up and get 
dressed, that he was un@er arrest. 
He didn’t seem to understand al- 
together, but he was looking down 
the barrels of four pistols by that 
time, because the Sheriff and his 
deputy were on the job.

His hair is neatly 
combed back, not parted in the 
bartender style of 10 years ago, 
and only his eyes, black, sharp, 
menacing, challenge the observer. 

His demeanor is calm and easy, 
and he moves with the grace of a 
man who has kept in good physical 
condition. He is 35 years old, tall 
and slightly bulky, but not fat.

Trustee’s Auction Sale of 
Real Estate and Buildings 
April 16—Firm_ Estab- 
lished 1837. 


The Bridge & Beach Manufac- 
tufing Co., makers of ranges and 
furnaces, at 4204 Union boulevard, 
probably will reorganize and con- 
tinue in business on a@& smaller 
scale after a trustee's auction sale 


of its real estate and buildings ad- 
vertised for April 20, George L. 
Bridge, president, said today. The 
business was established in 1837. 

The sale was requested by one- 
third of the noteholders under a 
mortgage for $600,000, dated Aug. 
26, 1925. The principal of the 
mortgage has been reduced to 
$481,600, and interest of $12,306 
is past due, according to Bridge, 
whereas the mortgaged property is 
valued at $1,300,000. Assets not 
covered by the mortgage, such as 
machinery, merchandise, accounts 
receivable and good will, are valued 
by Bridge at $350,000. The com- 
pany is capitalized for $1,000,000. 

“The sale does not mean the 
passing of the company,” Bridge 
explained. “It is simply that we 
want to divorce ourselves from ex- 
pensive real estate that has been 
a stone around our necks. We 
moved from “First and Poplar 
streets in 1921. Our present estab- 
lishment cost $1,600,000, more than 
twice what we had expected, and 
the old plant had to be sold at a 
sacrifice. 

“Expenses and taxes have been 
too high and we have not made any 
real money since 1925. A change 
in the stove business in the last 
five or six vears has forced us to 
meet severe competition from 
Southern manufacturers that have 
the advantages of cheap labor and 
low-cost plants. In addition, the 
stove business has declined steadily 
since the war.” 

Bridge said that if the stockhold- 
ers should vote to liquidate’ the 
business he and his associates prob- 
ably would seek to purchase the as- 
sets with a view of continuing. 

The business was established by 
his grandfather, the*late Hudson E. 
Bridge, 93 years ago. It was in- 
corporated under the present name 
in 1870. Hydson E. Bridge, son of 
the founder, is chairman of the 
board, Laurence D. Bridge is vice 
president, and Albert F. Gammeter, 
secretary -treasurer. There are 
about 40 stockholders.

& Trust Co. is trustee under the 
mortgage. Mortgage bonds were

BLIZZARD FROM WEST SWEEPS 
INTO MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 


Roads Blocked by Drifting Snow in 
Kansas and Other States; One 
Fatality Reported.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 27. 


—A spring blizzard entered the 
Mississippi Valley today leaving 
roads blocked by snow over a wide 
strip north from the Texas Pan- 
handle to the Dakotas. 

Bud Fountain, 13-year-old boy, 
caught in the blizzard when he 
went to put his dog to bed in a 
barn near Red Cloud, Neb., is miss- 
ing as is also John Ukena, baker, 
lost near Gordon, Neb. One fatal- 
ity attributed to the storm is re- 
ported in North Dakota. 

Temperatures close to zero ex- 
tended into, Texas. A high wind 
piled up heavy drifts of snow 
throughout the western part of Ok- 
lahoma, Kansas and Nebraska. 
Trains were delayed and highway 
traffic virtually stopped. 

Much colder weather is forecast 
for the states along the Mississippi 
tonight and tomorrow with snow in 
Tennessee and Kentucky and 
freezing weather along the gulf 
coast of Texas and Louisiana. 

The mercury fell below zero at 
many places in the Dakotas. Fargo 
reported four inches of snow. Light 
snow was falling at St. Paul and 
Ain Chicago there was a mixture of 
rain and snow. 

Several motorists caught in 
Western Kansas drifts suffered fro- 
zen hands and feet. 

The Texas Panhandle was under 
an eight-inch snow with a wind 
heaping up drifts paralyzing traf- 
fic. The mercury was 7 degrees 
above zero at Amarillo, the coldest 
late March weather since 1899.

It is not harmful to leave canned 
food in the can after it has been

Dr. KE. V. McCollum, who is one 
of the noted scientists in the field 
of food and nutrition, says: “There 
is a widespread belief that it is 
dangerous to leave foods in an 
opened can. This is not true. 

Spoilage results from ex- 
posure to dust, air and insects, 
and to the bacteria with which 
any dish may be covered. There is 
nothing about the can which will 
contribute to the spoilage of the 
food.”

_clent Greeks, Romans or Egyptians 
, who probably prepared some type | 
|of bread marked with a cross, for | 
‘consumption during this certain | 
| period of the year. 
| Be that as it may, hot 
| buns are traditional for Holy | 
| Week. The commercial product is | 
| most satisfactory and may be pur- | 
| chased at food shops carrying 
_bakery goods. Housewives who | 
follow the custom of baking hot | 
cross buns for the family table are | 
offered the choice of these recipes: 
| Hot Cross Buns With Yeast. 
| Scald one pint of milk and add 
|two tablespoons of lard and butter, 
two tablespoons of sugar and one 
‘and one-half teaspoon salt. Cool 
|this and add one cake of yeast, 
'which has been moistened in luke- 
| warm water, and one beaten ess. | 
Add sufficient flour to make a 
light sponge. Allow this to rise and | 
then add flour for a soft dough, | 
,and a few raisins if desired. Knead | 
lat this time and form into flat, | 
round buns. Grease these and al- | 
low them to rise. 
| Just before they are baked cut a | 
short cross on the top of the bun ' 
with sharp scissors. Dampen ihe | 
‘cut with egg white and a little wa- | 
iter. Spreading the cut with the | 
‘thinned egg white will help the cut | 
|to retain a definite cross. Bake in 
'a medium oven for about 10 min- | 
}utes, then increase the heat until | 
‘the buns are light and firm. | 
| The cross of the hot cross buns | 
imay further be accentuated by | 
‘adding sugar frosting made of fine 
‘confectioner’s sugar and heavy 
cream. Add _ sufficient sugar to 
ithe cream to make a spreading 
Paste and put this in the cross 
when the buns have cooled. 
| Sugar crystals sometimes are

‘rub in four tablespoons shorten-| 
ing. When well blended add one-| 
half to three-fourths cup seedless 
raisins or well-washed currants. | 
Beat one egg and add one-half cup, 
milk. Stir this into the mixture, add- | 
ing enough more milk to make a| 
soft douch. Turn out on a floured | 

board, pat or rall out to three-| 
fourth inch thickness and Shape | 
with a medium sized cutter.

UNUSUAL CONDIMENTS 
MADE BY HOME COOK 


Sweet Pickled Grapefruit, 
Spiced Pineapple Slices and 
Candied Carrots. 


Most persons like the sweet-sour 
flavor of sweet pickles with hot or 


cold meat or with meat or fish 
salads and we rejoice when we find 
varieties that can be made at home 
without a great deal of fuss and 
bother. 

Sweet pickled grapefruit rind 
and sweet pickled pineapple slices 
may be new to many but they are 
delicious. One of the nicest things 
about them is that they may be 
made at any time of the year, for 
grapefruit is always with us, and 
the canned slices of pineapple, 
which are used for the pickle, can 
be bought anywhere. Any quantity 
desired may be made up, and once 
cooked will keep as long as the 
housewife can hide them. Two me- 
dium sized grapefruit skins will 
make a pint jar of pickle; the 
emall slices of canned pineapple 
best to use, as they are more con- 
venient to serve. 

Sweet Pickled Grapefruit. 

Remove the membrane from four 
medium sized halves of grapefruit, 
leaving the white skin intact. Cut 
each in half. Dissolve two tea- 
spoons powdered alum in six cups 
cold water, pour over the grape- 
fruit and let stand for several 
hours. Then heat slowly to the 
boiling point, drain, cover with 
fresh cold watér and heat again to 
the boiling point. Drain, again 
cover with cold water and boil 
gently for 30 minutes or until the 
rind can be easily pierced with a 


toothpick. Drain, cool slightly and, 


cut in strips about two inches long 
and one inch wide. 

Make a syrup by boiling for five 
minutes one pound sugar, one cup 
vinegar, one tablespoon whole 
cloves and’ a two-inch piece of 
stick cinnamon, Add the grape- 
fruit rind and cook slowly until 
the rind is transparent around the 
edges and tender. Skim from the 
syrup and put into a sterilized jar, 
strain the syrup to remove spices, 
pour over the fruit and cover. 

Spiced Pineapple Slices. 

Mix one. pound sugar with one- 
half cup vinegar, one-half cup 
Pineapple juice, one tablespoon 
whole cloves, one-half teaspoon 
whole allspice berries and a smal! 
Boil for 


canned pineapples and simmer for 
30 minutes. Lift carefully to a 
wide-mouthed jar, strain the syrup 
over them and let cool. Makes one 
pint jar. 


Sweet Pickeled Carrots. 

Use the small whole new carrots. 
Scrape them, then boil in saited 
water for 10 minutes, drain and 
cool. Make a syrup as for the 
pineapple slices, cutting the all- 
3Pice and adding a narrow strip 
of orange peel instead. Put the 
carrots in the hot syrup and sim- 
mer for 25 minutes or until slightly 
transparent. Transfer to a ster- 
ilized jar, and strain the syrup 
over them. The amount of syrup 
given above will do for two dozen 
tiny carrots. 

Candicd Orange Peel. 

Remove peel of three oranges in 
quarters. Cover with water to 
which one teaspoon salt has been 
added. Boil 30 minutes. Drain. 
Cover with fresh water and boil 
till peel is tender, about one-half 
hour longer. Drain. Bring one 
cup sugar and one-half cup water 
to boil. Add peel. Boil gently till 
syrup is nearly absorbed. Drain. 
Roll in sugar. 
into strips for sefving.

They are rich in vita- 
min C, a daily requirement of the 
body, and contain minerals . and 
alkaline salts which balance acid- 
reaction foods. 

Not only do they have a delight- 
ful flavor of their own, they devel- 
op the flavor of many other salad 
ingredients, combining readily with 
them. 


Preparation of Oranges, 

Unless the orange shell is to be 
scooped out and used as a basket 
to hold the salad mixture, the or- 
ange is pared like an apple. This 
removes all the outer skin and 
membrane, leaving the juicy pulp 
exposed. 

For sections: Separate sections, 
free from membrane. 

For slices: Cut fruit thick or thin 
as desired. Slices are easier to han- 
dle with a fork if they are halved 
Or quartered, or if the whole slice 
is served cut on each section di- 
vision with scissors for about one- 
half inch. Pull sections apart flow- 
er-petal fashion. 

For pieces (or pulp): Cut sec- 
tions in two or three pieces or cut 
fruit in thick slices and cut om 
each section, free from membrane. 

Juice: Save any escaping juice 
and use to marinate other fruits 
that may turn dark in color, as ba- 
nanasg or apples. 

Salad. 

Peel oranges and_ grapefruit, 
separate into sections. Place alter- 
nate sections of orange and grape- 
fruit on a bed of lettuce leaves. In 
center place cubed apple (‘or avo- 
cado). Serve with any desired 
dressing. 

Meat and Orange Salad. 

Cut the meat (lamb, veal, chick- 
en or duck) into smal! pieces and 
marinate. Peel oranges and cut in 
small pieces. Combine oranges and 
meat and egserve on crisp liettuce 
leaves with French dressing. 

Orange Cheese Salad. 

Pare oranges and separate sec- 
tions. Mash cream cheese. Make 
into balls and roll in toasted cocoa- 
nut. On lettuce covered salad 
plates, place orange sections with 
two or three cheese balls. Top with 
a spoon of mayonnaise.

The substitute was 
Kid Booker, St. Louis Negro, who 
took the place of Prince Ford, Chi- 
cago, as Allen Mathews’ opponent. 
Tavlor’s action in ousting Slotsky, 
who, incidentally, will remain with 
the organization in the capacity of 
publicity director, followed a wordy 
battle over free tickets to the 
Schwake-Risko fight at the Coli- 
seum Wednesday night. The de- 
mands upon the promoters for 
passes were so great that when 
Tavior sent to them for addi- 
tional tickets Wednesday  after- 
noon, they refused the request 
After the show, and before he

OLLOWING is a description 
of the 30 jumps, some of them 
really appalling, which the 
jumpers in the Grand National 
were forced to surmount. The 
worst of these is No. 24, consist- 
ing of a rail fence and a wide 
ditch, after clearing which the 
candidate must make a sharp turn 
to the left to remain on the course. 


From the start of the first fence 
—a plain thorn 4 feet 6 inches high 
and 2 feet 9 inches wide—there is 


arun of 471 yards, and once over 
it the fun begins, as each fence 
gets higher and wider until the 
fourth is a thorn 4 feet 10 inches 


high and 3 feet wide: th2 fifth is 
a level & feet and 3 feet 6 inches 
wide, over which it is necessary to 
jump almost at an angle to get 
round into line for Valentine's 
Brook, a formidable jump consist- 
ing of a thorn fence (spruce) 5 
feet high. 3 feet 3 inches wide, 
with another delightful little brook 
> feet 6 inches wide or the land- 
ing side. 

Now comes a plain fence and 
then number 11 is a trappy sort of 
thing consisting of a thorn 5 feet 


high and 3 feet wide with a ditch 
6 feet wide on the takeoff side, 
while number 12 is another thorn 


of the same height and width with 
a ditch, on the innding side. 5 feet 
¢ inches wide ard 4 feet deep. 

A couple more plain thorns ani 
the open ditch and the water jump 
loom up in front of the stanjs. 
The open ditch is a thorn fence 5 


feet 2 inches high and § feet 9 
inches wide with a 6-foot ditch on 
the take-across, while the sixth— 
Becher’s Brook—measunres 4 feet 
10 incnes high, is 3 feet 3 inches 
wide, and just for luck there is a 
natural brook 5 feet 6 inches wide 
on the far side. 

Here is where the casuaity list 
starts as a rule, but there is more 
to come, as, after a plain fence, 


there is the canal turn, off sidé, 
while the water jump--hold your 
breath—is 15 feet wide .«ver all 
with a thorn fence 2 feet 6 inches 
high and 2 feet 6 inches wide with 
12 feet 6 inches of water that is 2 
feet 6 inches dcep. 

That completes the first circuit 
and the second is identicaliy the 
Same except that the open ditch 
and water jump are omitted and 
there is a run-in of 494 yards from 
the last plain fence to the winning 
post, by which time it is a case cf 
“Many are called but few are 
chosen.”

Promoter’s Lot Is Tough. 

* Reigeiray boxing promoter

the free list. There were 517 
passes issued for the recent box- 
ng show at the Coliseum. 

The promoter in question is 
Sam Slotsky of Detroit. One of 
his complaints was that while 
only 2 percentofthe seating ca- 
pacity of a hall may ‘be issued 
as passes under the law, twoand 
one-half times that amount were 
forced on him. Another was that 
State Legislators and city of- 
ficials, persons with stars of 
every official: sort, bore down on 
his free list beyond reason. He 
argued that the law permitted 
only 2 per cent of the Coliseum 
capacity and that therefore the 
maximum was only about 200 
Annie Oakleys per show. 

Showing what a foolish boy a 
promoter can be. This one didn't 
even read his rule book. If he 
had done so, he would have seen 
that the regulations relating to 
free tickets as set forth in the 
Missouri code, adopted by the 
commission, make it O K for the 
commission to give away every- 
thing but the fee simple to the 
Coliseum. ,

Read It and Weep. 
A* TO that 2 per cent law, 
Mr. Promoter, read it and 
weep. Here it is, “joker” and 
all: 

“The total number of com- 
plimentary tickets, exclusive 
of press tickets, shall be lim- 
ited to one per centum of the 
seating capacity of the hall 
where the match is held. Pro- 
vided, however, that the com- 
mission may, when conditions 
warrant, grant permission to 
issue more complimentary 
tickets up to TWO per cent of 
the seating capacity; and the 
State tax will be collected for 
the maximum ticket price, for 
all complimentary tickets in 
excess!”’ 

In other words, 200 passes are 
legal at the Coliseum and abso- 
lutely free. But an unlimited 
number bevond that may be is- 
sued provided only 15 cents (the 
State tax) is paid on each one! 


And the promoter pays the 
tax! 
Boy, ain't that sumpin’? 
* * . 


The Worst Is to Come. 
UT that is just a starter. The 


worst is yet to come. The 
commission rules also contain a 
clause that would make a blue- 
fish see red. Promoter Slotsky 
didn't see the clause, but he saw 
red.. anyhow. This clause vir- 
tually unloads al] the large and 
smal! officeholders of the State 
on the shoulders of the promoter. 
Here it is verbatim as set forth 
regulations drawn in 


“Section VI, (3)—All per- 
sons presenting stars or cards 
indicating official appointment 
to city, county or State offices 
shall be directed to the box 
office, where tickets can’ be 
issued to them by an organ- 
ization representative, provid- 
ed the credentials presented 
justify the issuance.” 

Just to make the situation afr- 
tight, the commission has issued 
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cards to State legislators to serve 
as credentials! 
* ° ° 

It was over this feature of the 
pass list that Mr. Slotsky and 
the commission agreed to dis- 
agree. 

To make it clear just where 
the promoter gets off in the mat- 
ter of having nothing to do with 
the passes, Section VI, paragraph 
1, puts everybody right as fol- 
lows: 

“The commission has con- 
trol and supervision of the sale 
of tickets and the price there- 
of and of the tssuance of com- 
plimentary tickets, etc.” 

No wonder that the fight pro- 


moter moans.

Boxers to Blame. 


AE wrestlers? Ah, that’s an- 

other thing. Wrestlers act 
like hurnan beings. They gam- 
ble with the promoters instead 
of throttling them with guaran- 
tee demands. 


If the house is small, the mat 


' heroes get a smaller cut and go 


their way rejoicing. But a boxer 
demands his pound of flesh if 
it has to come out of the pro- 
moter'’s hide. His overhead is 
so high that he feels any sort of 
added burden. 

It is the high cost of boxers 
that has brought boxing to its 
present loW ebb. Under wrest- 
ling conditions, the pass fist 
would not be such a burden. 

Nevertheless it does appear 
that something should be done 
to help them out. The present 
regulations were in the book be- 
fore Commissioner Taylor accept- 
ed office and he is not to blame 
for their existence. 

But it does strike a man on 
the outside, looking in, that to 
unload the entire Board of Alder- 
men, the State Legislature and 
city office holders in large num- 
bers is bearing down rather heav- 
ily. 

A boxing promoter here pays 
both the State and city taxes for 
the privilege of operating: on 
top of that he is asked to add 
another 5 or 6 per cent in passes. 

It takes more courage to be a 
promoter than it does to be a 
fighter, under such. circum- 
stances.

week now we have had three 

pearly crocus blossoms in our 
back yard and as far as I can see 
they are the sole remnant of last 
year’s planting. I suppose the soot 
of the city, the eternal tramping 
of the “butcher, the baker, the 
candlestick maker’ delivering 
things and the several cold blasts 
we have had in the few wecks past 
have delayed or killed everything 
else. The grass, what there is of 
it, is promising to be mostly water- 
grass. Last year the whole soil of 
our place was enriched. What I 
want is some blooming flowers this 
summer. Can you give me any 
suggestions? MARY B. 


D EAR MARTHA: For & whole 


year was a foundation for a per- 

ennial garden. And it jg most 
discouraging when your hopes are 
high, after having convinced your- 
self that you could wait for the 
blooms you really wanted, in order 
to have a real garden. You planted 
heavenly delphinium, “clover 
pinks,” ‘“‘sweet William,” peonies, 
campanulas and all the other de- 
sirable perennials. And then to be 
obliged to gaze out your window 
and find only the lorn little crocus. 
~ Well, just for the sake of cheer- 
ing yourself, why not make it a 
garden of annuals this year, plant- 
ing your perennials again in Au- 
gust and September. You can go 
now and get your seeds or wait a 
little later and buy the seedlings. 

Think of what a list you have 
to choose from: zinnias, poppy, 
stock, white, pink and lavender; 
gaillardia, larkspur, petunias, holly- 
hock, verbenas, candytuft, agera- 
tum (that pretty little cluster of 
velvety, pink lavender balls), cal- 
endula for more yellow. All of 
these old flowers have been im- 
proved. .The petunia, for instance, 
used to. be a hopeless magenta. 
Now one does not expect to find 
much of that unless, as sometimes 
happens, it reverts to type. 

It is not much trouble to start 
these seeds in sunny boxes in sun- 
ny windows. Shallow ones are 
best, two to three inches deep. The 
soil is important, of course. Aver- 
age garden loam is not quite suf- 
ficient: add leaf mold, a little 
sand and fertilizer, about a third 
each. This soil should be sifted 
and quite light. ‘The box shovid 
he filled to within half an inch of 
the top, the soil pressed caown 
smoothly. Sow the seeds in rows 
two or three inches aparr. Never 
let the soil get really dry until 
the sced has germinated. And the 
temperature should not get bclow 
00 degrees. 

You can have your blooms sev- 
eral weeks earlier started in this 
way, than planting seeds in the 
open. Candytuft, asters and pan- 
sices can be planted out early in 
April if the season is act all normal. 
Mthers later in May, 80 it wou!d 
be best. to have two plantings. Of 
eourse, you must plant the seed- 
lings out of dvors’ considerably 
deeper than it was growing, water 
them thoroughly after transplant- 
ing and shade the plants from the 
hot sun for a week. Press’ the 
earth firmly. 

Before planting, see that your 
beads have been «iug a ‘oot deep, 
the soil raked fine ani is lizht 
enough to be pulverized beiween 
your fingers. 

On a sinall jaw. or a city “back 
yard.” informal clusters with ir- 
regular dipes are better than regue- 
lar borders or stiff round beds. A 
little path or two between these 
clusters make the effect more in- 
teresting and the plant’ more ac- 
cessible for gathering blooms and

It may also be 
used to advantage in secondary 
anemia due to gastric hemorrhage 
and in certain anemias due to nu- 
tritional disorders.

Learning Promptness 

LITTLE child does not under- 
A stand the meaning of time by 

the clock. It means nothing 
if mother says that something wil! 
happen in an hour, tomorrow or 
next week. But being told that it 
is time for dinner, time to take a 
bath, time to go to bed, time for 
stories, means a great deal. He can 
learn promptness in these terms. 


Of course the most important 
factor in learning promptness is in 
the punctuality with which his 
schedule is obserbed by the adults 
who regulate his days. 


Gradually he can be taught to 
co-operate in being on time to meet 
the daily events of eating, washing, 
dressing and going to bed. 

He can learn that when mother 
says “Dinner time soon” he must 
put away his toys and be ready to 
come to table; that when mother 
comes into his room to close the 
window in the morning he must 
get up immediately to dress him- 
self for breakfast. 

He can learn not to dawdle over 
his tasks and understand that do- 
ing things on time is doing his 
share to make things pleasant for 
everyone, including himself. 

When the child asks for a story 
and mother says that she will read 
to*him “right away,” “in a minute” 
or “in a little while” she must keep 
her promise, thus teaching him how 
pleasant it is to be able to depend 
upon people’s doing things when 
they say they will. 

Whenever he makes a special 
effort to be punctual, he should be 
compensated by praise and ap- 
proval.

Dumas’ opulent imagination could 
do no better for Edmund Dantes 
in his getaway from the dungeon 
in the Chateau d’If than to sum- 
mon the aid of another felon, Ca- 
pone, surreptitiously departing 
from his cell, with its $500 radio, 
its pair of easy chairs, its reading 
shelf, table, tufted rug, and other 
hotel comforts, had the co-opera- 
tion of a warden, Herbert B. Smith, 
a Governor, John S. Fisher,, and 
the Philadelphia police department. 
Dantes went out stitched in a sack, 
Capone tucked in the rear seat of 
a motor car. Dantes was fleeing 
further penal servitude, which was 
logical; Capone was being spared 
the ordeal of curious stares and 
reportorial Q. and A., which was 
Gilbert and Sullivan. 

Consider: The established proce- 
dure in discharging a convict from 
a penitentiary is to give him his 
new suit, and his gratuity—gener- 
ally $5—swing open the gate and 
be rid of him. What befalls him 
then is his own worry. Capone 
was actually freed from Eastern 
Penitentiary 24 hours before the 
expiration of his sentence, smug- 
gled out in the warden’s automo- 
bile. Sunday evening, conveyed to 
Graters Ford, 30 miles distant, to 
await 4 o’clock of Monday after- 
noon.

trolled the street in front of the 
prison, roping off a space for a 
block to keep the crowds back. 
Motorcycle police were stationed as 
if in readiness for a convoy. Bul- 
letins were fed at intervals to the 
hungry and unsuspecting corre- 
spondents and newsreel men, tell- 
ing of Capone’s impatience, of the 
uncertainty as to when the com- 
mutation papers would arrive from 
Harrisburg, the capital—the Govwer- 
nor had been late signing them;

As a matter of fact, War- 
den Smith had driven to Harrisburg 
and obtained the Governor's signa- 
ture, and the papers were in the 
hands of the secretary of the par- 
don and parole board. 

The deception was maintained 
until 8 o’clock Morday night, thus 
allowing Capone a four-hour start 
in the game of hare and hounds 
with the gentlemen of the press, 
and seriously impairing their pro- 
fessional dignity. Warden Smith, 
standing beside the prison gate, 
broke the news in these words: 

‘We stuck one'in your eye that 
time. The big guy’s gone.” 

Committed as’a gun-toting hood- 
lum, he had been discharged as a 
prisoner of state.

Bennett, one of the world’s leading

men of letters, died of typhoid 
fever last night. 
Stricken with influenza seven 


weeks ago he was thought to be 
recovering when typhoid fever 
brought him down again. A blood 
transfusion yesterday gave him 
temporary relief, but he weakene 
and early last night passed away! 
He was 63 years old. 

Bennett was most widely known 
perhaps, for “Old Wives Tale’ 
which he published in 1908 and for 
the “Five Towns” series, which de 
picted the drabness of England’ 
pottery district. One of the fiv 
towns, Hanbridge, was his owl 
native Hanley Stratfordshire. 

His works include novels, play 
and essays, among the novels 1 
Mr. Prohack, .pubNshed in 1927, 
and “The Return Journey” pub- 
ished in 1928. He began life as 4 
solicitor’s clerk and did not decide 
upon a literary career until he was 
33 years old. 

Another Faitorial Task. 

In 1927 Bennett's play ‘Flora,’ 

involving an ultra-modern mothet 


riety with an old-fashioned ma 
for husband and father, was com 
pleted. The same year the autho 
accepted the post of associate edi 
tar of the monthly "The World Te 
day.” At that time he said: “A 
IT absolutely bar preaching in nov 
els, I have to find a pulpit some 
where.” 

Bennett wrote “Mr. 
(with BE. Knoblock) in 1927. 
following year he published 
Return Journey.” 

Between 1898 and 1925 Bennet 
produced some 39 novels and more 
than a dozen plays. All these work 
show meticulous detail, Bennet 
was known to devote an entir 
page to the description of the tle 
of a clock. 

The man who wrote the storics o 
the Five Towns started his literar; 
work as an assistant editor o 
“Woman.” For seven yvears he wa 
assistant editor, then editor, of th 
magazine.

These were a 
realistic novels of the commonfol 
of the English midlands, where Bh 
was born. 

Bennett sallied tnto other field 
ef fiction, producing sensationa 
humorous and ironical effect 
“The Grand Babylon Hote!,” “ 
ered and Profane Love,” : 
“Buried Alive” are examples 
this departure. 

He also wrote a series of pla 
including “The Great. Adventure, 
“What the Public Wants,” “TE 
Honeymoon,” “The Title,” 
“Milestones. °
